Jan . • 29 .—Presiden t 
Taft has put the brakes on the in sur­ 
g en t movemen t to take Speaker Can ­ 
n on from the committee on rules. He 
told Judg e Goebe an d Nicholas Lon g - 
worth, of the Ohio deleg ation , today , 
that he thoug ht 
all 
ag itation 
for 
chan g es in the rules should cease un ­ 
til the leg islative reforms to which 
the party stood committed shal* have 
been passed. 
The presiden t made it clear that he 
will in sist on the passag e of the laws 
he has recommen ded at on ce. After 
this work is do ne the presiden t is said 
to have declared he has n o objection 
to a discussion over chan g es of the 
house rules. 
Frien ds of the presiden t assert bo 
is in clin ed to thin k it wisdom to make 
some chan g es, but has n ot committed 
himself to the plan of en larg emen t of 
the committee an d the in elig ibility of 
the speaker to serve on It. 
The in surg en ts, un der the leader­ 
ship of Hay es, of Californ ia, are work­ 
in g for an immediate chan g e in the 
rules alon g the lin es of the Fowler 
resolution , en larg in g the comn iittee 
from five to n in e or eleven members, 
the n ew members to be elected by the 
house.

Rome, Italy , .Tan. 29.—Almost en- 
\ tirely forgotten by tbe p eop le of the 
J outside world, the ex p loits of Gui- 
i sep p e Musolino. modern Italy ’s most 
I notorious bandit, are again recalled 
j by his removal a few day s ago from 
I the underground dungeon in the gov- 


j ernment p rison at Florence, w'here he 
• has been confined since 1902, to the 
criminal insane asy lum at Montup o. 
Eight y ears solitary confinement in 
the' dep ths of the Florentine p rison, 
where he was sentenced for Tfe, fol­ 
lowing an almost unp recedented ca­ 
reer of crimr*, lias dep rived MusUno of 
his reason, and when taken from the 
dungeon on .Tanuary 18 he was a rav- 
inn maniac. 
For eighteen months 
tliis 
daring 
criminal shouted his defiance to the 
Italian government from his haunts 
in the Calabrian hills, and sneered at 
the army sent against him. Now’ and 
then he would turn up in some moun­ 
tain village, and the following morn­ 
ing his p ursuers would discover the 
bloody remnants 'k bis p resence. 
In 
all, thirty murders arc laid at his door 
and a countless number of robberies 
and 
other 
outrages. 
Hunted from 
p lace to p lace like a wild beast, he 
alway s managed to elude his p ursuers 
with the aid of the p easantry . 
It w’as w'hile w’alking along the 
streets of Urbino, like a p eaceful cit­ 
izen, that ho was finally cap tured on 
October 16, 1901. 
Then followed his 
sensational trial, which became of in­ 
ternational interest, because of the 
p icturessuq career of the p risoner, 
and the many daring attemp ts he had 
made to escap e from p rison. The in­ 
numerable feats of daredeviltrv with 
w;iiich he w’as credited made him a 
p op ular hero, and in sp ite of the long 
list of crimes laid at his door, p ublic 
sy mp athy , esp ecially among the mid­ 
dle and low’er classes, was overwhelm­ 
ingly with him during the trial. 
He 
wvis finally convicted, however, and 
as the Italian law does not p ermit 
cap ital p unishment he was sentenced

Fortunately , a cousin of Mus­ 
olino came to the rescue and his as­ 
sailants took to flight. 
The following day Zocalli, who had 
not been arrested, filed a comp laint 
against Musolino, charging tu.**!: he 
had been shot at up on op ening his 
barn door one evening, and that Mus­ 
olino was tho one that tried to kill 
him. 
At the trial Musolino was sen­ 
tenced to twenty -one y ears’ imp ris­ 
onment,desp ite the fact that his hands 
were so badly damaged that he could 
not p ossibly hold a gun.

the 
verdict w’as p ronounced, 
Musolino’s sw’eetheart, who was at 
the trial, fell in a faint, muttering, 
“He is innocent.’* 
The shock w’as so 
severe that she died shortly after­ 
ward. 
Then Musolino, turning to Zocalli, 
with a face set and as white as mar­ 
ble. said to him: 
“Hear me, Zocalli. 
I shall be 42

a youth of 18, whose father died re­ 
cently at a com p aratively early age. 
The p ension, which takes th i form 
of an annuity of $10,000 p er annum, 
was granied in the reign of George 
III to the great naval commander, 
Admiral George Rodney, for the ser­

His Grace of Norfolk wa.s most se­ 


verely heckled at his last meeting, 
but he rose^ to the occasion by sar­ 
castically req uesting his audience to 
cheer for their two pet demagogues. 
The result was startling. There were 
vociferous yeils for Mr. Lloyd George 
and the feeblest attempts at a cheer 
ior Mr. Churchill. 
The truth is that Mr. Churchill is 
wholly distrusted by the masses. 
It 
is notorious that when the Dcke of 
Marlborough, his cousin, was » Iving 
in the greatest luxury—thanks to the 
wealth of a Vanderbilt—Mr. Churchill 
fed on the crumbs which dropped 
from the ducal table. 
It is also notorious that Mr. Church­ 
ill was extremely desirou.s of a c.abi- 
ncd position in a Unionist govern- 
incnt, hut w*as duly snubbed. 
Since 
the Duke of Marlborough’s allowance 
was reduced, the attentions cf Mr. 
Churchill have dwindled to occasion­ 
al week-end visits to Blenheim, which 
he recently made his headq uarters 
for a venomous attack on dukes in 
general. 
Nor has his popularity 
been 
in- 
crea.sed by the rumors of his bicker­ 
ings with his beautiful young wife. 
While at Aldershot the other day a 
prominent radical dining at the Staff 
Officers’ mess declared that Mr. Win­ 
ston Churchill might in the event of 
the present government 
being

turned, bo made secretary for war. 
The suggestion was greeted with such 
furious language that the radical had 
to apologize. And yet the suggestion

Haldane—the best 
secretary for war in the last twenty 
years—has been constantly obstruct­ 
ed as regards spending money by Mr.
